While 
she has gone from the scenes, the 
conflicts, the sorrows and the pleas- 
ures of life, she will still live in the 
hearts of those who knew he best. 
Her retiring nature led her to hide 
her best qualities {fom public gaze, 
but they were revealed to those who 
enjoyed her acquaintance, yet it 
was in her home that her true 
worth was conspicuous. She, was a 
kind and loving mother and wife 
and her devotion to her family cir- 
cle had no limit. Her future was 
of promise, and we dare not ask 
why she was taken from us in her 
prime, unless, as flowers are picked 
before frost tinds them that we may 
not see their decay. It is sad in- 
deed, to see one who appedred so 
well equipped for life taken so un- 
expectedly, yet for her there was no 
standing on the borderland gazing 
into the unknown, for death came 
as the sunset dies, along the hills 
when the day is over.

The speaker concluded by emphasiz- 
ing the point that business morality 
laid obligations upon the buyer as well 
as the seller, It demanded, first, that 
he showld pay for the goods.

Some idea of the stubbornness of 
the opposition which our allies have 
to overcome in Volhynia may be ob- 
tained from details of the fight for 
Whriask, six miles north of Char- 
toryisk 

Having crossed the Styr and seized 


the village, the Russians began to 
entrench themselves on its southern 
and south-western outskirts, While 


this work was being hurried on, dense 
miuasses of the enemy appeared on the 
heights about a mile from the village, 
and though deluged with shrapnel by 
batteries hidden in depressions in the 
ground, streamed down into the plain. 

‘Traversing two-thirds of the dis- 
tanee which separated them from the 
Russians, they vanished in a gully 
where they recovered breath and con- 
solidated their depleted ranks, 

As soon ag they emerged trom this 
cover they were met by a withering 
fire from the Russian machine guns 
and rifles, which swept them off their 
feet in sheaves, and sent the rem- 
nants flying back to the shelter of 
the gully. 

Nevertheless, four further attempts 
were made to drive them on in this 
way, and it was only when the Rus- 
sians, following up the repulse of a 


fifth attack with a bayonet charge,

| Greater Attention to Mixed Farming 
and Increased Production Will 
Help to Remedy Conditions 


\n important cause of the high cost 
of livi has been the general demand 
for improvement in living conditions, 
arising through the spread of educa- 
tion, says the report of the high cost 
ot living commission, tabled in the 
commons by Hon, T, W, Crothers. 

“The adance of prices in Canada,” 
the report continues, “has been stimu- 
lated greatly by the enormous expend- 
iture of railways and public works, 
Jand by large investments incidental 
to tlie development of a young country 
fsuch as Canada 
| After pointing to the manifold forms 
fof extravagance abroad in the land, 
th report points out that another 
cause is in the household. “But,” the 
report says, “the main factor in en- 
} hancing the cost of commodities is the 
i withdrawal of (he population from the 
land, which has decreased the propor- 
tion of people engaged in food produc 
tion.” 

The commission look for improve- 
ment through land settlement, greater 
attention to mixed farming, increased 
production, with standardization of 
quality in farm products, together with 
‘co-operation in distribution, Extension 
lor the parcel post system, and the 
{building of good roads would reduce 
{the cose of producing the staple coni- 
|modities of the farm 
| The growing demand, especially 
lwest of the lakes, for cheaper and 
imore ac sible “working capital,” is 
{pointed ont. This would assis’ furm- 
‘ers to develop their farms and enable 
{them to supplement the growing of 
leereals by the production of meats 
jand dairy products,

The descent into the mine is made 
by shafts and staircases, The latter, 
being carved entirely of rock salt, 
sparkle so brilliantly that one feels at 
each step as though he were treading 
upon crystal glass. Before reaching 
the bottom of this great cavern it is 
necessiry to travel over many of these 
beautiful stairways, for the mine of 
Wieliczka is divided into three dis- 
tinct compartments called fields; each 
field consists of seven stories and each 
story is made up of several chambers. 

Some of these chambers are a hun- 
dred feet high, a hundred feet long 
and eighty feet wide, They are left 
in the process of excavation, and when | 
any addition is required it is built 
with salt and Water. Masses of salt 
are piled one upon another and water 
is thrown over them dissolving a por 
tion of the salt, which fills up the cre- 
vices.

Columns of salt 
are left to support the roof,
